In Washington, D. C., a recent amendment to the ordi 
nance prohibits “the use of latrines, trough-closets or 
series of water-closets flushed from a single tank;” other 
amendments prohibit “the use of cast iron pressed. steel, 


r steel water closet bowls or tanks 


or enameled iron « 
or interior water closets.” 

In Columbus, Ohio, the Plumbing Code requires that 
“latrine range closets installed in any building shall— 
have a depression in bowl under seat opening that will 
-tand full of water at all times, there being not less than 
» inches of water in each depression;” and, “they shall 
be of white enameled iron, glass or other impervious 
material— 

There seems to be a lack ot appreciation ot the neces 
sity for a minimum fouling area and maximum area of 
water surface. There is no requirement for depth of water 
except in the Columbus Plumbing Code These and the 
types of fixtures, materials, seem to be subject to the 
individual opinion of the erstwhile plumbing inspector.

Y, Davidson believe that 
the show windows may be seen by a large number ol! 
people, and can be made most effective methods of con 
vincing them that they are the eyes of the very best 
plumbing establishments in the city. The dressing of thi 
above windows are usually worth looking at 

ihe Baltimore plumbers are not letting the fact that 
the rush of “sewer connections” 1s keeping them busy 
cause them to neglect the very important matter ¢1 col 
lecting their accounts promptly. The best thing they tind 
that they can do with some of the “bogus” builders’ ac 
counts 1s to present them every day, and never let more 
than two days elapse without getting the money or a piece 
of the builder’s hide. If a plumber waits a month or so 
about asking for his money in this town he will tind that 
his money has gone down an unobstructed waterway. If 
the “bogus” builder is an honest one—and most of them 
are not—he will look upon the plumber as a vitrified 
sucker 1f he delays a day in asking for his money. ‘Taking 
it all in all, the plumbing business in Baltimore is not 
altogether desirable, and never so very profitable 

Things are not as they used to be, 1s the complaint ot 
some of the unprogressive plumbers ot Baltimore. It ts 
the tashion of many of them to lament the good old 
days, when the customers sought the plumber, instead oi 
the plumber chasing up the house owner, as he needs to 
do nowadays. But, after all, the plumbers were no better 
off in those days than they are now. It is true that the 
percentage of profit was larger perhaps than it 1s today, 
but there were very few of the high-class jobs installed 
in those days that make the plumbing business one of the 
most protitable lines, in proportion to the capital invested, 
that a man can get into today. But to be a plumber in 
baltimore, one must be a progressive man, who is wide 
awake to seize the opportunities the day offers, and to 
adapt his business to the conditions that confront him. 
altimore needs the men who are energetic enough to 
hustle after business, and who do not wait for business 
to come to them. The plumbing business in Baltimore is 
just what the plumbers make it, and whether it drifts 
along in a half-hearted way, or whether it grows more 
and more protitable, depends largely upon the plumber 
hiunselt 

lt is not so very many years ago when Baltimore was 
known as a city where the general standard ot plumbing 
and taste in plumbs had not advanced with the growing 
prosperity of the city, but had remained very much as it 
was during the Civil war. Most residences had rails and 
nail kegs in lieu of Jetectas, Murovas or Devoros, and a 
horse trough was the best tub that any man would install 
in his “bath” room. When a man wanted a swell bath he 
would run over to Washington or Philadelphia. There 
were hotels in those cities where they catered especially 
to the unwashed of Baltimore. The Baltimore plumbers 
did not care very much, tor they figured out that the time 
wasted over the installation of a bath tub for a few dol- 
lars’ worth of groceries would not be compensated for by 
the profits. They could not see that there was an oppor- 
tunity waiting in Baltimore for someone who had _ the 
courage to educate the people to the advisability of bath- 
ing once in a while, and to be ready to supply the demand 
when the education had been connected. They failed to 
realize that the average man hates a bath and must be 
shown the advantages of it before a tub may be installed. 
The introduction of modern plumbing into Baltimore was 
largely a process of evolution, and that is what some 
young enthusiasts preached. The politicians took the bull 
by the horns and secured the adoption of a law compelling 
the installation of tubs and closets, though for years these 
flowed into backyard pools. They finally saw to it that 
a sewerage system was installed and proved that there 
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Was no necessity tor a man going to Washington or Phil 
adelphia when he wanted a bath and that the Rennert and 
lkutaw hotels had as fine toilet facilities as the Willard o1 
the Raleigh. In another year about every home in Balti 
more will be “connected up’ and there will be but fe 
cities where the toilet rooms will be more comtortable 
Yet there are some old fogies in the city who continue t 
cry for the good old days and when nature calls will tak. 
the cars for Towson or Catonsville. 

“Are we making money enough out of our brtsiness 
considering the investment?” 1s a question pretty prom: 
nent in the Baltimore plumber’s day book, and the cuckoo 
clocks chime back the answer: “We are not!” The per- 
centage of profit on about everything in Baltimore is con 
‘tantly decreasing, while the more conscientious th: 
plumber the smaller the profit. Competition is so great 
in “Cheaptown,” in all lines, that the people consider the 
price first, the results later on. It strikes the Baltimore 
plumbers, however, that no matter what the reasons are 
for the decrease in profits, it is up to them to find the 
remedy. The favored solution is to strengthen the or- 
vanizations. While envy and jealousy, taking contracts 
on a losing basis merely for the pleasure of beating the 
other guy, is being cut out. Then, too, the stiff examina. 
tions are putting a crimp in the “plumber” who, while he 
might do at Curtis Bay, is too haphazard for Lafayette 
avenue. There are not many really bad plumbers in 
Baltimore, today, for those unable to figure as well as 
“the Kazoo Kid” have put themselves out of business.

San Francisco. 


Plumbing supply jobbers here state that business in 
their line is holding up satisfactorily thus far in June and 
that they look tor a steady market all summer. Contracts 
of considerable importance are being let with reassuring 
frequency and local contractors are holding their own 
pretty well. Business is being carried on in a conserva- 
tive manner and there seems to be a general effort to 
promote greater harmony in the building trades. Also 
there does not seem to be any falling off in the average 
of new building operations, at least in California.
